The TURBO-25 is a 25 Mhz accelerator card for Hewlett Packard Series 
9000 computers. The card contains a Motorola 68020 processor, an 
optional Motorola 68882 coprocessor and I to 4 megabytes of 80 
nanosecond dynamic ram. An internal 32 bit data bus provides high 
speed data transfers between the processors and the memory. 

The TURBO-25 is compatible with the HP 216, 217, 220, 226, 236, 
237, 310 and 320 workstations. The card uses one slot in the host 
computer. 

The TURBO-25 is designed for the BASIC and PASCAL operating 
systems. No modifications are required for user programs. 


Programs run from 5 to over 100 times faster. 

The speed increase depends on the type of computation. 

The following table shows the range of speed improvements.

Memoiy cards which have been added to the HP computers are too 
slow to run with the TURBO-25. These memory cards must be 
removed when installing the TURBO-25, 

The installation process is quick and easy. Two switches must be set 
on the TURBO card. Existing memory cards are removed from the 
computer and then the TURBO-25 is plugged into any available slot. 

The TURBO-25 requires a maximum of 1.2 Amps from the 5 Volt 
supply.
